"At a moeting of iiie directors of 


th«: bank, held this evenl'ig. it was re- 
solved on account of adverse rumors 
in connection with the failure of the 
Federal National Bank of Pittsburg 
and inability to realize quickly on as- 
sets to go Into voluntary liquidation." 


The acting comptroller states, in 


this connection, that an application to 
go into voluntary liquidation cannot 
be considered until the bank has been 
officially examined and its condition 
ascertained.
